the most anx ious in the world to dis­ 
pose of a great deal of the grain. Lo­ 
cal millers say that although there is 
a great deal of wheat in the country, 
not very much is being brought into 
mark et at this time. 
Tt is selling for 
only ninety cents a bushel, and this 
price does,not satisfy farmers. “Dol­ 
lar wheat” is the idea they have in 
mind and with this idea 
they 
are 
holding the grain back in anticipation 
of a raise in price. 
They do not care 
to sell it for less than one dollar a 
bushel. 
The cause of the reversal of the 
comparative prices 
< f winter 
and 
spring wheat this year over those of 
last is caused in great measure by 
the amount of the grain raised in the 
great wheat-growing districts in Min­ 
nesota and the Dak otas, it is stated. 
The winter wheat crops in those dis­ 
tricts this year 
were 
very 
heavy, 
considerably heavier than the crops 
of this section of the country, and 
this resulted in the cheapening of In­ 
diana wheat. L ast year, however, the 
more winter wheat was raised in In­ 
dia aa than in the notrhw estem dis­ 
tricts, and as this resulted in a great­ 
er demand for the wheat grown in 
this state, the price was considerably 
above that of this year. 
The wetness and consequent 
l at e ­ 
ness of the corn was caused by the 
late rains of August and especially 
of September. 
To have insured the 
best com crop, the rains should have 
come in July. 
As it was the rains 


I came down when the corn was not in 


a condition for them, and now it is 


green and wet. 
It eventually will dry 


out, however, and unless too much of 


it is allowed to rot in the cribs the 


crop will be 
fairly 
good,

Lo ganspo rt Do cto r Say s There Is One 
in Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 
8 . — W hen 
C harles D. Pettigrew of Logansport 
appeared to show cau se why his li­ 
cense shou ld not be revoked, the old an ­ 
tagonism betw een the advertising and 
nonadvertising physicians held ihe a t­ 
tention of the state board of medical 
exam ination 
and 
registration. 
The 
charge against Pettigrew , filed and 
backed u p by m em bers of the Cass 
Cou nty Medical society, was tha t in 
pu blished advertisem ents he had m ade 
assertions which w ere “false, m islead­ 
ing, obscene, licentiou s and im moral. ’ 
P ettigrew , in advertisem ents pu b­ 
lished in Logansport, referred point­ 
edly to the “medical tru st,” as he 
term ed it, in Cass cou nty, and when on 
the w itness stand before the board, 
reiterated his statem ents and declared 
tha t there was su ch a “tru st” in Indi­ 
ana, and particu larly in Logansport. 
where, the physician said, the other 
physicians had u nited against him to 
Inju re his bu siness. 
“It was the m edical tru st in Indiana, 
and especially in T erre H au te,” said 
P ettigrew , “which set me to advertis­ 
ing.”

The M inority Mem bers of the Congres­ 


sional Committee Having Recently 


Condemned Ballinger W ithout Res­ 


ervation, Declare Theirs Is the Real 


Report and Will Resist Confirmation 


of Report Sustaining Him. 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Sustaining his 
administration of the interior depart­ 
ment in every particular, the majority 
members of the Ballinger-Pinchot in­ 
vestigating committee have absolutely 
cleared Secretary Ballinger of the 
charges of misconduct made against 
him by Gifford Pinchot and others. 
The majority report, which has just 
been submitted to congress, is in 
striking contrast to the report made 
last September by the minority mem­ 
bers, who held that Mr. Ballinger was 
unfit for office and ought to be dis­ 
missed. 
The fight over the two re­ 
ports will now be carried *nto the sen­ 
ate and the house. The minority mem­ 
bers of the investigating committee 
held a meel » 
and decided to main­ 
tain that their report drawn last Sep­ 
tember is the bona fide report of the 
committee and the document just sub­ 
mitted by the majority members is 
without official standing. The minori­ 
ty members will contend that their re­ 
port was adopted by a majority of the 
committeemen who attended a meet­ 
ing regularly called by the chairman 
in St. Paul last September, and that 
such is the only “majority report" en­ 
titled to consideration by congress. 
Several of the Republican members 
of the committee were absent from the 
St. Paul meeting and the Republicans 
■who have now submitted their find­ 
ings held that the Democratic report 
was “a snap report.’’ 
One 
Republican, 
Representative 
Madison 
of Kansas, 
an 
insurgent, 
joined with the Democrats in the re­ 
port which they made three months 
ago condemning Ballinger. 
With the 
assistance of Representative Madison 
the Democrats controlled the St. Paul 
meeting by a vote of five to four, and 
when the regular Republicans realized 
■what the Democratic game was, sev­ 
eral of them withdrew’ from the meet­ 
ing so as to prevent the presence of a 
quorum. 
A special rule will have to be adopt­ 
ed in the house before the fight over 
the reports can be carried to the floor, 
but the Democrats believe they will 
be able to get enough votes to accom­ 
plish this. In the senate the question 
can be brought up without difficulty . 
Friends of the administration expect 
to see a bitter contest and perhaps a 
good deal of mud thrown over the two 
reports of the committee. 
They do 
not expect Gifford Pinchot to take his 
medicine without stirring up further 
trouble. The majority report just sent 
to congress is signed by Senators Nel­ 
son of Minnesota, chairman; Flint of 
California, Sutherland of Utah and 
Root of New York, and Representa­ 
tives McCall of Massachusetts, Olm- 
stead of Pennsy lvania and Denby of 
Michigan, all Republicans. 
After stating that the evidence pre­ 
sented related in the main to charges 
of various kinds against Mr. Ballinger, 
and that these came chiefly from two 
sources—L. R. Glavis and Gifford Pin­ 
chot—the majority announced the fol­ 
lowing conclusion:
